ng of workers. As might have been 
expected, the most rapid progress 
has bonn made In those States where 
thore hnvo boon numerous meetings 
durlnE the past year, where there 
has been plentiful publicity, and 
where the various societies friendljr 
to the Irish cause have been active 
In such places It was only necessary 
to name a campaign period and the 
campaign organization required pro- 
tnced itself with surprising speed. 
It did not take long to learn, how- 
erer. that this desirable condition 
does not exist In the ramo di'Kreo of 
perfection In every Slate, with the 
result that the work of preparation 
has had to bo undertaken from- the 
beginning, and those in charge have 
asked tor the delays they feel to be 
norossarr to enable them to perfect 
their machinery. The uniform de- 
sire is to make the campaign very 
thorough and elBeiaat one* It It un- 
dertaken. 

Probably the most forward in the 
matter of preparation are the terri- 
tories around New York and Phila- 
delphia. The active boroughs of 
Greater New York, as is well known, 
eontaln more people ot Irish de- 
scent than are to be found In many 
Southern or Western States com- 
bined. In those five boroughs every 
•lection district now has lis chosen 
leader, and n-.ost of them have their 
prer iiii i leaders chosen and at work. 
The same is true in the New Jersey

vpon PIHladelphla. where organisa- 
tion haa also been perfected down 
to tba smallest electoral unit, the 
altiea and towns ot Pennsylvania are 
rapidly completing their plans. In 
other States, as for example New 
Hampshire. Vermont, Nebraska, 
Idaho, New Mexico, word has been 
received that they are all ready to 
stent. In other States the SUta and 
local chairmen are debating whether 
tlMy will be able to begin the can- 
vass on January 17 or whether, be- 
cause ot various deterrent influ- 
ences, not least of which Is the cold 
weather. It will bo better to defer 
the effort until a slightly later date. 
In several Siates the campaign pe- 
riod will probably be In one ot the 
early weeks ot February. 

Perhaps the most formidable ot 
the dlffloUties to be faced arises 
from the fact that It Is physically 
Impossible to supply the demands 
that are made for particular speak- 
ers. If President DeValera could 
in some way contrive to multiply 
bis physical existence about fifty 
fold it would bo possible, In the 
course of a month or two, for him 
to appear in person at all the places 
where his presence is earnestly de- 
sired. Frank P. Walsh, Harry Bo- 
land. Rev. Dr. Mythen, Rev. Mr. 
Iiovejuy, Lindsay Crawford, Ltam 
Mellows and others' whose services 
as speakers are tremendously In de- 
mand, would also And life much 
easier It they could be in a score or 
so 'Of places at once. 

The Protestant Friends ot Ireland 
have been swamped with demands 
for speakers ever since the cam- 
paign opened, and especially since 
the arrival of the delegation from 
the northeast corner. One dini- 
culty about this Is that Coo'o and 
the Ulster clergymen move rather 
slowly, and there is natural reluc- 
tance, with the spirit of fair play at 
the base of It, to discuss that phase 
of the sn' ject until they have had 
a chance to appear It It la known 
that they are scheduled for any 
elty. Their presence in the coun- 
try Is well knovm, however, and 
their arKunients have been present- 
ed In the press. On the other hand, 
many of the State and city chair- 
men for the bond certificate cam- 
paign are non-Catholica. and there 
are others in almost every local 
committee. It Is not so very sur- 
prising therefore that there Is in- 
sistent demand for platform appear- 
ance by Rev. Dr. Mythen and his 
associates, and n very strenuous call 
for Lindsay Crawford, who is ari 
Ulster man and a Protestant him- 
self, and whose testimouy therefore 
carries an authority all its own. It 
one could Judge by the demand 
from organisations composed mainly 
of Irish Catholics, every speech 
made in the United States on Rob- 
ert Bmmet's anniversary this year 
would be delivered by a non-Catho- 
lic.

Chairman 
Oeher preelded and almost every 
parish was represented. A bureau 
of speakers was appointed by the 
Chairman consisting of Messrs. 
Clines and Cooney, who will furnish 
speakers for any parish meeting that 
Is to be held In the interest of the 
drive. The first meeting ot this 
kind was held at the school hall ot 
the Chnreh ot Onr Lady in Port- 
land on Tuesday evening, at which 
Fred Leezer was elected the Chair- 
man and C. A. Vllller Vice Chair- 
man. Talks In the Interest of the 
coming campaign were made by 
Mrs. Geo. Hurkley and Misses Cor- 
coran and Byrne, who enthused 
their heavers with their recitals of 
the work of the Home for Working 
Girls, and the meeting endorsed the 
drive, promising all their support. 
Father O'Connor made a stirring ad- 
dress pledging his undivided atten- 
tion. A similar meeting was held 
at St. James parish hall. Father 
Wlllett urfjinp; his parishioners to 
rally to the support of the Sisters 
of the Visitation Home. Father 
Hecnan, Prior of the Dominicans, 
appointed a committee ot twenty- 
five representatives ot his parish, 
and they report their congregation 
being ready tor canvass. The Vicar 
General, Father Cronin, has always 
been a staunch supporter of the 
Home for Working Girls, and his 
hope is that "the campaign Will go 
over the amount asked for.

They now oe 
cupy the attic room at the home, 
with Just a bed and plenty of bed 
clothes, as the chimney is in such a 
bad fix it will not permit a fire be- 
ing made !n the grate. Don't you 
think you should Interest yourself 
In a home that does so much for so 
many girls at the smallest possible 
costr Some of the glrla get only 
three or four dollaiv per week In 
the department stores, and they 
must have clothes for Sunday to go 
to mass and look respectable at 
least one day a week. They must 
be kept respectable, too, and this is 
what the Visitation Home does for 
them. Some of these girls can not 
pay more than one dollar per week 
for their food and lodging and keep 
dean and pure and apright Cirthelle 
glrla. Would you take a couple of 
theee girls who can not get Into the 
crowded home and give them as 
much for one dollar a week? There 
are two ways for nil of us. One Is 
the straight and narrow path and 
the other Is the loose, don't care 
spirit that leads to the ruin ot so 
many. Don't think that yoa have 
done great wonders when yon raise 
your family of four or Sve children 
and give them the best you can that 
you have done all of your duty. Of 
course you deserve credit if you 
raise a Catholic family that will not 
lose the faith, but if you are able 
you should assist others not so for- 
tunate. Help the girls at the Visi- 
tation Home to sUy in the virtuous 
path the Slaters make for them by 
providing a sulUble shelter. Would 
you like to die and have your 
daughter live In the slum district 
of Louisville? That is where the 
N'Isliatlon Home Is located now. It 
might have been all right years ago, 
but not now. If the Sisters were 
not there and the Blessed Sacra- 
ment wer not there what redeeming 
feature would there be? What do 
yon give in a year to charity? Fig- 
«re It VP and you'll be ashamed.

The proceedings of the Kentucky 
State Senate this week fully exposed 
the sham pretensions of '"refdrm" 
made by the Hert Republican ma- 
chine and the friends ot "Howdy 
Ed" Morrow were forced to des- 
perate means to save his face early 
in his adminlstratlmi. No one 
knows what promises or methods of 
persuasion were used to wean a 
Democratic Senator away from his 
party, hut the end must have Justi- 
fied tho means, as Morrow was 
nfiald to face tho music. Tho story 
goes that the Democratic Senators 
would have him come before tho 
Legislature and tell ot the 364 use- 
leaa Jobs he promised he would abol- 
ish when making his campaign 
speeches. Not only Morrow, but the 
Hert machino leaders were also 
afraid that the Democratic majority 
wotild have forced the passage of 
"reform" measures advocated by 
the Republicans before the election, 
but which have been put to sleep 
sinee. The Republican bosses were 
not willing to even have these bills 
called out ot a committee where 
their hand would be exposed, so the 
Democratic Senator, whom Senator 
Harris designated as a companion 
to Judas Iscariot and Benedict Ar- 
nold, was "persuaded" to vote with 
the TtepubUpans and save the expose 
of Morrow and Hert's machine. Old 
"Howdy Ed" four flushed about 
breeders, etc.. on the Racing Com- 
mission and keeping the commission 
out of politics and then appoints 
two machine Republlcana from the 
mountains where horse b reeding 
and racing is an unknown quantity. 

Another bill which was advocated 
by Morrow and the Republfcsan 
bosses before the election is doomed 
to be kept under cover and that Is 
the repeal of the primary law. Tbls 
chsnjr*' of front is r«n»od by the fact 
that the colored Repnblicann nert'cd 
notice on the Hort-Rcerry machine 
that they wouldn't stand for it. The 
colored voter knowa tuU well that 
he eonld not have mneh ehanee In a 
convention and the Republican 
bosses were told that a convention 
would keep them from selecting 
colored representatives In districts 
like the Tenth ward, which Is SO 
per cent, colored. Furthermore the 
0. O. P. bosses were told that the 
negro voters have aeen a great light 
and from now on they must be 
given seata ot prominenee in the 
party, and that a negro must be 
i^hosen as the fourth delegate tor 
the Republican national convention 
to accompany Gov. Morrow, Bess 
Hert and Mrs. South. To tbls the 
bosses agreed. The changed atti- 
tude of the colored brother Is seen 
here by the cowed attitude ot the 
local Republican administration and 
(he police have been instructed to 
be easy on the negro voters and 
make aa flew nr te eU aa poaslble. 
The residents ot Garvin and Zane 
lire getting a touch of that race 
equality phase just now. Negroes 
are dickering to buy the old Ath- 
letic Club building and plant a ne- 
gro school in a district which *a 99 
per cent, white, and destroy real 
estate values tor a mile around. 

The attempted "gouge" ot the 
Home Telephone Company Is still 
hanging tire, and Just like the fa- 
mous charge ot the Light Brigade it 
appears as if aoneone haa blunder- 
ed, and some say that near Mayor 
Smith's statement, in which he was 
willing to forfeit the people's rights 
spilled the beans.

Men ot learning, lovers ot peace, 
have long been seeking to create an 
institution which should be superior 
to the sovereign States, not so much 
in political power or authority as 
In the realm ot Justice and right. 
It two quarreling indivldnals, we 
have been told time and time again, 
must be content to lay their cause 
before a court whose Judgment they 
are bound to accept, two nations, 
two State.'! should also find It pos- 
sible to submit their controversies 
tO" some tribunal. Wo have long 
been familiar with such arguments 
and with efforts directed towards 
creating an institution which would 
embody the wishes of thoeo earnest- 
ly seeking after relief from the evil 
they strive to overcome; such wishes 
have been expressed long before the 
world war. Whether we designate 
tho institution aimed at an interna- 
tional court, an International court 
of arbitration, a court ot nations or 
a league of nations' court is of no 
consequence; the Important oonatd- 
eratlon is the hagle Idea, and all 
friends ot peace are ot one mind 
concerning that. 

What Is now being attempted, 
what now looms up like a Fata 
Morgana deceivingly near at hand 
has been realized centuries ago; tho 
nations of occidental Europe had 
such an Institution in the Middle 
Ages in the Papacy. And If at 
present • really effective interna- 
tional eovrt Is being spoken of as 
the greateat and loftiest and most 
benoHcent social institution, then 
these same characterizations apply 
with equal force to the labors ot the 
Papacy In the Interest of peace and 
the well-being of the nations. 

Tho time from Leo HI., who on 
Christmas day in the year SOO 
crowned Charlemagne Kmperor, 
down to the end ot the reign of 
Bonttioe-VIlfcT-ir-tke epuch ut 
greatest Influence ot the church on 
the political lite ot the nations. 
Again and again during that period 
Emperors and Kings laid their quar- 
rels at the feet of the Pope and ac- 
cepted his judgment aa arbiter; and 
Innumerable cases are recorded of 
their coming to Romo for a settle- 
ment of controversies regarding the 
Investiture ot prelates and rulers In 
mattera ot property, regarding the 
crusades. In cases ot inaabordina- 
tlon of spiritual rulers, in the 
granting of fiefs, when questions of 
supremacy were ' Involved, and In 
many other Instances, not to men- 
tion those cdncernliig the validity 
of marriages, etc. One may form 
whatever Judgment of the Papacy 
one will; the epoch from 800 to 
1S08 marka a period of history dur- 
ing which the church pnt into prac- 
tice what Is now being attempted. 

A Supreme Judge of the type rep- 
resented by the Popes of those ages, 
who set bounds to the ambitions 
and caprices even of Kings and Em- 
perors, would likewis." hi' I he safest 
guardian of the liberty of nations. 
Freedom, liberty — frequently the 
watchwords of those who seek to 
overthrow public order — are 
precious, priceless gifts, and must 
be safeguarded at all costs Rut 
liberty Is not license, or freedom 
from all restraint. Older Is a child 
of liherty and its hel|iiiialc is wise 
restraint. Such restraint must never 
be tyranny, whther it be the ty- 
ranny of the autocrat ruling by 
force or that of the Jacobin mob. 

History teaches us that occidental 
Europe enjoyed an unparalleled 
measure Of liberty. While In the 
East-Roman Empire and later In 
Russia arbitrary absolutism reigned 
The chief reason for this difference 
In development lies in tho fact that 
the West had the I'opo, and the 
East did not. The logic of this con- 
tention rests on the fact proven by 
history that when Emperors, Kings 
and Presidents have i auperlor and 
recognize him as such they can not 
possibly become such tyrants as 
were the Ccsaro-Panlsta. rulera In 
whom both spiritnal and temporal 
power are united.

Their com- 
position is generally a safe guide to 
the state of feeling In the country, 
for the opinion of the candidates on 
the (luestiou of self-gdveniment is 
generally the principal factor in the 
voting. The local councils In the 
three southern provinces thus far 
have been overwhelmingly composed 
ot home rulera ot the old National- 
ist party.
